are dead and floating down Lake 
Erie again. 
Authorities cannot an ­ 
swer the question of what is causing 
the death of the fish, and the kill­ 
ing of them continues to remain a 
mystery.

as accounting for the destruction of 
the fish. 8ome think that they have 
been oast out of trap nets in Ohio 
waters, because they were too small 


fungus growth due to handling. This 
does not account for the millions of 
dead minnows floating with the fish. 
Some distance west of Erie there 
are plants that are dumping killing 
acids Into the lake. It is thought that 
phenol Is responsible for their death 
The number of fish that have been 
washed ashore has been so great that 
a force of men have been employed 
by the park commission to keep the 
beaches clean.

Sometimes when 
I am* hiking I take some ice cream 
at noon. At dinner tim e I eat a full- 
course meal, never om itting salad.

Dear Sir: 
I guess that you have received the 
postcard that I sent 
to 
you from 
Honolulu, so I will tell you how I got 
there. 
I left San Francisco on the Malin- 
ko, one of the Watson line ships. We 
had 24 horses, 1 mule and 240 hogs 
as our cargo for Honolulu. We ar­ 
rived in Honolulu July 8. which was 
Sunday, and everyone got ready to 
go ashore. Another sailor and I went 
to Waikiki beach 
for a 
swim. 
I 
watched those natives 
riding 
surf 
boards standing up so naturally that 
I had to try it myself. I didn’t make 
such a great success of It. In fact I 
had a long swim back to the board. 
Honolulu is a very beautiful city. It 
surpasses anything that I have ever 
seen. We then sailed over to Hilo. 
It cannot be compared with Hono­ 
lulu. The first day here I Went out 
to Rainbow Falls, a falls of about 85 
feet of clear, blue water flowing over 
volcanic rocks with palm, cocoanut 
and banana trees growing in bunches 
along the sides. The wildest imagin­ 
ation couldn't conceive of such sights 
as are common here in Hilo. 
The other day, seven of us took a 
ride up into the mountain, through 
the old volcanoes, some of which are 
still steaming. Sugar cane lines the 
trail on both sides 
for 
miles 
up 
through the mountain as far as the 
eye can see.

is 1200 feet deep, a mile and a quar­ 
ter wide and about three miles long. 
One crater called the Devil's crater

Which reminds me that some 
drunken sailors swiped my camera in 
San Francisco and I had to get an­ 
other one. 
I have to work tomorrow so I wont 
get to gad around anymore but I 
guess I have seen all the sights that 
I want to see here. 
After I arrived in Hilo a couple 
of days, I got a job on a lumber boat 


that goes down to Mexico and then 
to 8eattle. Then I hope to get some­ 
thing to China or Japan. We pick up 
a cargo of gypsum for Long Beach, 
California.

'Walruses run from fifteen t’ 
twenty feet in length an’ are extreme­ 
ly bulky. Ther tusks, which sprout 
above th’ nose an’ finally droop o’er 
ther mouth, attain th’ length o’ thir­ 
ty inches, an’ often weigh ten pounds 
or better. These great tusks not only 
come In handy when th’ walrus jlrags 
its great bulk up a -steep bank, or 
rough slope, but they are a great de­ 
fense agin’ its two greatest enemies, 
th’ iceberg an’ th’ grampus. Th’ wal­ 
rus takes a long chance when it comes 
a shore as it’s not only hunted fer its 
tusks, but fer its hide an’ blubber also. 
Th’ walrus is th ’ most helpless val­ 
uable creature we have, an’ killin’ one 
is almost as sporty as wreckin’ a 
freight train. As might be guessed 
th’ sea is th’ scene o’ th’ walrus’s ac­ 
tive life an’ they really have no busi­ 
ness on rocks or icebergs.

August Cropwather 
During first half of August, princi­ 
pal precipitation will be expected to 
be distributed over continent as de­ 
scribed for last part of July; general 
precipitation will decrease to below 
normal during month as an average, 
increasing slightly in northwest, on 
northern Pacific slope and in Great 
Lakes region. 
During last half ot 
month, precipitation will be generally 
below normal and of more general 
distribution, favoring late August har­ 
vest in most sections. Most precipi­ 
tation of month will occur during the 
passage of severe storm waves cen­ 
tering on 10 and 23; heaviest precip­ 
itation during 8 to 12, less during 20 
to 26. 
As a general average, first half of 
month will be above and last half be­ 
low normal temperatures, average 
temperatures for month for continent 
being a little below normal. Warmest 
period will be from 1 to 10, coolest 
period 18 to 26. Storm force will in­ 
crease during August, causing greater 
than usual extremes, but dangerous 
storms will be confined to the local 
type that cover small areas. Storm 
waves will travel farther north than 
usual excepting during severe storm 
periods centering on 10 and 23, when 
storm waves will be expected to reach 
far south on Pacific slope and in 
Great Ceneral valleys. 
During the 
average August, storm waves stay 
well to the north and average tem­ 
peratures stay close to normjal. Storm 
waves of moderate force Hvill cross 
continent during weeks centering on 
3, 16 and 28. 
August will average generally good 


c r o p weather, mostly better than nor­ 


mal; most favorable conditions on 
central and north Pacific slope and 
in eastern Great Central valleys, least 
favorable in far western Great Cen­ 
tral valleys. Killing frosts of August 
will occur later than usual and will 
not be expected to reach areas where 
they are not of usual August features. 
Principal crop damage this month 
will be from hail and insects, severe 
storm damage being confined to small 
areas; dry heat will do some damage 
during first ten days of month, prin­ 
cipally in central and western Great 
Central valleys. Severe storm waves 
centering on 10 and 23 will be ex­ 
pected to be most damaging in cen­ 
tral Europe, where high winds and 
heavy downpours will be probable 
during these periods.
